If a farmer can have choice between the 
ivan who smokes and the one Who does not, 
he cannot afford to hire the smoke The 
smokerspends too mach time: looking for 
his pire and tobacco and firing up when at 
work, and though he pretends to work and 
sinoke atthe same time, the pipe takes most 
of lis attention aud the frintons v's interests 
suffer, But more than this occurs—smok- 
ing wakes aman lazy, ‘he first t is to 

ehim upa little, but, a few moments 
{t relaxes liis sinews, his cnergies flag, and 
he feols like érawling under the whed and 
taking avap. Tknow how it is, for’ I am 
an occasional smoker myself. If I have 
busines’ “on hand I postpone smoking, 
knowing by experience that smoking unfits 
me for labor, mental or physical, 

I did not realize how many times a day 

my men smoked until I antaval thom in 
the office in rainy weather, Some of them 
could not disperse with smoking from the 
morning until the magpil belle bat Hravadle 
indiilge two or three titnes, feeling inensy 
ander the restraint, I'donot doubt. those 
mon would sinoke six or eight times daily 
in the fields, and every smoke would entail 
4 loss, of ton minutes, say’ one hour each 
day or one,dayper month—a loss of 812 for 
vight months, I assure you that the risk 
of having a smoker about the premises ia 
Worth another. $12 per eight inonths. No 
matter how careful the men may try to be, 
thoy are liable to lay the burning pipe or 
cigar down and forget it until the buildings 
ave in flames, or to drop a match in ana 
senut-minded moment that costs the prop! 
etor several thousand dollars, 
Again I know how it is myself, I am 
one of the most cautious of men, and never 
enter barnorshop with lighted cigar, nor light 
one in the barn. One day, d ig to en- 
ter the barn, I laid my lighted eigar on a 
block two rods away, between the barn 
and a woodshed, Coming out of the barn 
Iwas met by some yisitors# and the cigar 
was forgutten. We walked down through 
the berry fields, and when we came buck 
we found people fighdng. fire, igar 
had blown off the block, It fell among the 
dry chips and litter, and we came near be: 
ing buried out, Smoking is not) ouly a 
f olish waste of time and money, and 
source of danger to property; it undermines 
the health, and unless even. the occnsional 
devotee is scrupulously neat makes him less 
companionable. The inveterate, perpetual 
smoker is a nuisance.—Country Letter.

Whether shoeing is necessary or not re- 
mains to be tested to the satisfaction of th 
majority. Some. believe shoes cannot, be 
dispensed with on the cobble-stones of the 
cities, but are inclined to the opinion that 
shoes are not altogother, necessary on soft, 
sauly, or light gravelly roads. In Toronto 
& gentleman monleate d to shoe his horse and 
allowed it to work on the cobble stones. At 
firet the feet became somewhat sore, ani 
the hoofs cracked and seemed very brittle, 
In time, however, the hoofs began to harden 
in texture, became ‘callous to the hard us. 
un il now the owner declares he would 
hot tise shoes again wider any circumstances, 
Just bore we desire to call attention to the 
subject. If the feet, by direct contact with 
the earth, improve, and the tenderness and 
brittlenees of the hoof is changed, it may be 
possible that those who have ma to 
work their horres unshod have become 
‘omet at what they supposed lamer 
when'a litle patience would have demon 
atrated the method as feasible, Any one 
whio is accustomed to wearing shoes finds it 
very inconvenient to walk bare-footed for a 
few days, but after a short time the foet be 
come insensible to substances with which 
they come in contact, and one thon casil 
hihages to Walle on stones, gravel, in th 
sand, Wator, or even upon sharp substances 
without the least difficulty, Uhus it may 
be with horses when the shoes are remo 
Thoy will find walking awkward, and the 
foct may become sore, but. after. a laps of | 
time thoy will be able to pull over the worat 
kinds of roads.

‘Tonquin was once | 
an independent state, but for more than th: 
last hundred years has been subject. to. An- 
nam, though very reluctantly. It has al 
ways beon in @ chronic condition of dissatiy 
faction, and that dissatisfaction hia every 
now ani then broken out into active rebel. 
One of these rebellion# occurred in 
and the French availed themselves of 
oll nnd ubsolote trade treaty to inte 

professedly for the protection of | 
Froneh interests. By French assistance the | 
rebellion was put down, and a new treaty 
was ontores| into in 1874 which gaye France 
frosh privileges and the right to require 
that the foreign policy of Annam should he 
conformed to Frouch niterests, 

But at that time and for years wfterwards 
France was ootiparatively weak, and there: 
ford did not meddle with Annamese affairs, 
The 1874 treaty became accordingly w dead 
lottor, and everything relapwedinto. its old 
state ax before France appeared on the 
scene atall, In 188! France had recovered 
her strength, and it wastherefore thought 
desirable by her rulers to take fresh action 
ix Tonquin under thé protence. of enforcing 
the treaty of 1874. Tt was easy to get up 
trouble, and eventiially war. The result of 
that war was the virtual conquest of Annam, 
which was reduced to a Freuvh dependency! 
But al this while Chisa hat not surrendered 
hersuzorainty, though the French hadignored 
it. ‘This is the cause of the present quarrel 
‘The Chinese insist that France shall not 
meddle with the political relation of the 
kingdom of Annam; shall not interfere with 
its vasgsalage to China; sball evacuate the 
towns and territory she now holds in Ton- 
quin; that foreign trade with Tonquin shall 
be conducted on certain condition: 
any subsequent convention betwe 
and France, as well ag the present one, shall 
be subject to the consent of China, 
‘The:French, of course, put forward their 
counter claims, and these: not. being accept 
able there was apparently no resource -but 
war, though at first it was thought that the 
matter might have been settled by arbi- 
tration, This, however, has not been man- 
aged, and the resolt has already been the 
destruction of many lives abd of much prop- 
erty, with the prospect of a great deal more 
of the same sort of work before a ** satisfact- 
ory basis” fornegotiation and treaty can be 
arrived at! 

Such is warn ninety-nine cases ont of a 
hundred all the world over and at all times, 
Globe. 
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Some of the papers onthe other side are 
discussing the question of leprosy, chiefly in 
connection with the Inté assertion made by 
Dr. O'Donnell that vhat terrible disease ix 
destined to overrun the whole of the states, 
or rather the whole of this continent, 

In thiseonnection there is also a some- 
what lengthy nnd intevesting article in the 
current number of the Nineteenth Century 
on the sawe subject, indicating the different 
localities where the disease at present pre 
vails, and promising in another paper the 
considoration of sonte of the ‘aspects of that 
Aiscaso in the past, and of the laws, pra 
tices and charities connected with it, 

The most of people ‘have very little idea 
of the extent to which leprosy wtill prevails, 
They think of it almost as a. matter of the 
paat, with which the present gencration, has 
nothing to do except ns 4 curious and afftics 
tive state of things in days gone by—a 
thing, in short, which fell with the fall of 
tle old law and the rike of the new. In; 
stead of this being the case, the disease was 
perhaps never very mach more Widely pre- 
valent than it is at this moment, and while 
we should hope that the prophecies abour 
its’ coming ravages on this continent will 
never be realized, yet it is a matter too s 
iously important to be treated with indiffer: 
ence and contempt. 
has once and in been «lescribed in 
the Globe, we haye in the dominion at least 
one colony of lepers, at ‘Tracadie, in New 
Brunswick, 

All over the West Indies these unfortun- 
‘ites are to be met With in larger and smaller 
numbers, as Well as in Mexico and Brazil, 
In China and India tho disease las long 
been known! to prevail, and jn New Zea+ 
land, as well asin other of our Australian 
colonies, it has been known in its most ma- 
lignant form as an epidemic so far, back, it 
ig said, ag 1893, So prevalent is it in India 
that an officiel report, laid before the im- 
perial parliament in 1867, says; “No pro- 
vince of the empire from Pont de Galle to 
Beshawur, or from the Indos to the straits 
of Malacea, seems to be exempt from the 
evil” All'classea, rich and poor, Christian 
aud beathen, Europeans and natives, suffer 
from it, ‘It is calculated that in India alone 
there are over one hundred thousand lepers, 
with yery few asylums where they can find 
any refuge. In Madagascar, throughont 
Africa, in Greece, along the Ttalian coast, 
in Spain and. Portugal, and away oa far 
north as Norway, thé same hideous scourge 
prevails. . 

{he general feoling among experts is that, 
like a good’ many dthor troubles, leprosy i 
to a great extent caused, and where not 
cousod is greatly intensified, by the kind of 
food taken, and the general babita of the 
pooplo. among whom it prevails, Still, ws 
tho writer in the Nineteenth remarks, it ix 
curious that while the disoase haa proyailed 
from the earliest days no certain our:

The police courts were con- 
tinually occupied with cases of embezzle- 
‘ment, Clerks and shop-boys emulated 
the vices of their social superiors in specu- 
lating with money which was not their 
own, When a run of bad luck set in their 
defalcations could not be made good, and 
they passed into the ranks of criminals.

The modern walking-stick is of ancient 
and respectable origin. Its decent is 
directly traceable from the shepherd's 
crook, the palmer’s staff, the traveler's 
stick, the wand of office, the sceptre of 
the monarch and the aword. It is a modifi- 
cation and union of all these, since it 
serves the purpose of each, It is now as 
in the time when parables were written, 
a staff tothe aged, a weapon of offense 
and defense, a mark of authority, and 
certainly, when its cost individual in- 
stances is considered,a mark of the great- 
ness of wealth. 

The walking-stick identical in all points 
with the present cane, made it Appearance 
some 400 years ago in the court of the 
King of Franco. In a very short time the 
slender polished stick, With a jeweled 
knob, became part of tho possession of 
every gentleman of quality. And so for 
centuries it has continued an object of 
greater importance, according to the pre- 
vailing fashion, Literature and the paint- 
er’s art have not failed to mention the 
cane.

By bringing the 
edges together the small current of elec- 
tricity generate will immediately and 
painlessly stop the toothache, 

Asa simple remedy for ringworm, use 
thinly-made mustard, With the top of 
the finger rub this semi-liquid first out- 
side the sore, then over it, always rub- 
bing in a circle and gently, and for a few 
seconds only. Repeat twice a day while 
necessary, For a childi¢ isa painful 
cure, but a grown-up person will not mind 
a fow hours’ smarting, and will find the 
cure rapid and effectual. 

Mountaineers in North Carolina and 
Tennessee have made a good deal of 
money digging the roots of the ivy. Ten 
and twelve dollars a ton is paid for them 
at the railroad stations, They are ship- 
ped North to be turned into door and 
bureau knobs, and for inlaid and veneer- 
ing work. These roots have been con- 
sidered a nuisance in clearing land for 
the plough, but will now sell for far more 
than the price at which the land could 
have been bought two years ago.

A solution 
of thd carbonate of soda is gonerally used 
for this purpose, although the use of 
ammonia is less injurious to the leather. 
The leather is thon washed off with clean 
water, and the ground color laid on 
thinly with a brush and rubbed in until 
it is all taken up. 

Glass beads aro mado by drawing the 
glass into small tubes, and breaking the 
tubes into suitable lengths for forminy 
the beads. The material is then placec 
upon a flat plate like a frying-pan, which 
is Hoated just hot enough to allow the 
glass to draw tho sharp edges into a 
round ; at the same tio theyplate or pan 
is gontly’vibrated, sfas to prevent co- 
hesion of the softened beads, A cylin- 
dor is also used somewhat like a coffeo- 
roastor on a small scalo, Faceted beads 
aro mado by pressing the beads into small 
moulds that havo sharp edges and a 
punch, so that the eye is punched and 
tho bead facoted at ono operation, using 
small rods of glass heated in a mufile fur- 
nace,

The Drowning of Miss Wood. 


The Madoc Review gives the following fall 
particulars of the drowning of Miss Carrio 
Vood on the 27th:

tilt in the op esl te direction. Both lost 
their paldles by this sudden mo onent, and 
Master Claude immediately leapod into the 
wator and endeavored to push tho boat to 
shore, telling his companion to‘ keop quict"” 
and he would get her to land, but she sud- 
denly rose up and leaped towards the lund, 
overturning the boat. Master Gaujot still 
urged her to cling to the boat and he would 
aave her, but she seemed unable to compro 
hend him, and with hardly a struggle sho 
tank to tho bottom. Her esp eth swam 
to the shore and tried to push out a heavy 
plank to her, but before it reachod her she 
had disappeared, It is probable that a sud 
den faintnoss—-to which sho was at time» 
Hablo—had seized her when sho first leaner! 
over the side of the boat, and that sho was 
searcely if at all conscious of what happonod

At the twenty-fourth annual convention 
of the Ontario teachers’ association, held in 
Toronto, some timely remarks on the above 
subject by Wm, Mackintosh, Il. P. 8, for 
North Hastings, are reported by the Mail

‘*Mr, Mackintosh contended that the 
support given by the atate to the common 
5 was not commonsurate with the con- 
trol it oxercined thom, In regard to 
buildings, teachers’ qualifications 
and yacations, tho state controlled the 
school, Tho state gave in return about 
$250,000, or 600, per pupil. Surely this 
grant was not commensurate with the work 
done or the control exercised. In moat of 
tho states of the union the grant was much 
higher, ‘The state aid given to high schools 
yas $84,000, a much higher per centage to 
tho total receipts than in the case of com- 
mon schools. In order to secure the best 
results from common school teachers, in 
croasod remuneration was necessary, In 
many sections the people could contribute 
more to the schools, but in many cases they 
awkod for more thal they were 
nts were

giving. Increased legislative 
thorefore indisponsible, but th 
apportionment required to be different 
The result of the attendance basis of divi- 
sion was that rich districts often got a large 
share, while poorer soctions got next to no- 
thing. The grants should be apportionec 
in proportion to the offorts made by the 
people to holp themsclvos, They would 
then be paying according to results.’

Much interest is shown at London in the 
part which Canadian boatmen and Indians 
are to take in the Gordon relief expedition. 
Egyptian experts in London declare that it 
will be simply murder to take these men 
into the Nile region, accustomed as they are 
to a cool climate and meat diet. The tropi- 
cal nights of the region, its burning sand, 
the scarcity of water and the use of the 
lightest food possible would kill them as the 
frost kills flies. 

Last Friday morning the mangled corpse 
of a man named Maybeo, a resident of 
Brighton, was found on the Grand Trank 
railway track, near the station. It is not 
known how the accident occurred. Maybee 
has been for some time doing business asa 
commercial traveller, having a line of teas 
from Mr. Allan, of Cobourg. Thursday 
night he rode to the station in the ’bus, and 
was seen on the platform, . Nothing further 
is known of his movements, and his body 
was found as stated,

Silage and Muck 
There seems to bo no natural connec: 
tion between silage and muck, except in 
the dubious minds of our anti onsilage 
is, to whom tho former term may 
t tho latter, in tho firat degrees of 
progress towards decay, Tho terms aro 
hore used in an economic sense only, Tho 
muck is proposed as a convenient weight 
for the silo, when a good muck-bed is 
near at hand. By its uso threo impor- 
tant advantages may result, if an experi- 
ment justifies my theory. Firat, it will 
put woight, and plenty of it, on tho sil- 

Fre; accondly, when removed from tho 

silo to the atable, so conveniently near, it 

will add to tho manure heap not only in 
ita own fertility, but by ita power of ro- 
moisture after beng air-dried, 

the liquid fertilizer of tho 

stable. ‘This equals tho value of the 
solid manure, is more soluble and of 
nearly equal amount. [Dr, Dana says:— 

“Tho urine of a cow for a year, will ma- 

nure 1} acre of land, and is moro valu- 

able than the dung. in the ratio, by bulk, 
of seven to aix, and in real value as two 

to one.” . 

Thirdly, it is apparent thero will bo 

‘as much leas weight to be removed from 

the silo as thero has been moisture ro- 

moved by ovaporation—a difforonce ap- 
proximating oue-third of the total 
weight, 

I propose to convey muck from the pit 
in bushel boxes, made for convenience in 
harvesting potatoes ; to be carried from 
the wagon to the silo, 

‘A bushel of wet muck will weigh about 
90 pounds, varying according to the 
amount of sandin it, A double course 
of wet muck will weigh, when applied, 
about 150 pounds to the square foot, A 
silo 12x20 feet would requiro 400 
bushels. 

The Farmers’ Annual Hand-book «hows 

the average moisture of wet muck 10 be 
76 per cent,; airdried muck, 22 por 
cent. (fractions omitted), showing « loss 
of St per cont. of water, or about one- 
half the original weight. 

Probably in a large mass of muck after 
three months, only one-third of tho 
waight will evaporate; in the best 
qualities of muck it might be much more. 
This loss of woight saves ono third of the 
labor when tho silo is uncovered. The 
increase of fertility by absorbing the 
liquid manure with air-dried muck is a 
more important matter, in my judg- 
mont. 

Evidently tho air-dried muck can re- 
absorb all the moisture it has lost, If a 
bushel loses 30 pounds, it can re-absorb 
under the cows 30 pounds in the form of 
urine. is contains .7 of one per cent. 
of ammonia; .6per cent. of potash ; and 
no phosphoric acid, That 30 pounds 
would therefore represent 21-100 of a 

ound of ammonia; 15-100 of potash. 

ut the muck itself is a crude fertilizer 
made ayailablefor present use by weather- 
ing on the silo and the action of the 
urine, Estimates differ concerning its 
yalue, chiefly because of wide differences 
in its quality. Mino, as analyzed by 
Prof. Geo, H, Cook, of the New Jersey 
Experiment Station, with 62 per cent of 
water, gave 2.27 per cent, of ammonia. 
By this low average a bushel (90 bs.) of 
wet muck will approximate 32-100 of a 
pound of ammonia ; making a total of 
about half a pound of ammonia and one- 
sixth of a pound of potash, having a com- 
mercial value of not less than 10 cents ; 
or $40 for the 400 bushels referred to 
aboye, an amount which will cover all 
the cost of handling from the pit to tho 
silo, and tho field.

Casimir, the claimant, was born in Po- 
land in 1838, his father being the son of 
Pulaski’s brother, Casimir was gently 
rearod and enjoyed an income of 25,000 
rubles. When the revolution of 1862 
broke out he abandoned everything to 
patriotism and went with his townsmen 
to fight against the tyranny of Russia. In 
the second exgegemen’ he was captured 
with eight hundred companions and im- 
mured in a dungeon at Warsaw.

How a Salt Well is Worked, day previous to that fixed for his wedding | for his statistical werk, 


The stratum of salt haying been once 
pierced a saturated solution of the jsaline 
matter frequently rises in the boring to 
within eighty feet of the surface. This, 
however, can not always be depended 
upon—and here centre the increased 
difficulty and expense, When a few 
dozen feet have been drilled, a six or 
eight inch iron pipe is inserted as a 
‘oasing.” Inside of this a two inch pipe, 
also of iron, is placed. Tho ‘‘casing 
head" has two openings, one for the en- 
trance of pure water from a neighboring 
spring into the larger pipo, at tho lower 
ond of which it becomes saturated with 
saline matter; the other at the end of 
the smaller pipe, to allow the expulsion 
of the brine, Of course, the wells be- 
come foul or leaky at times, and then 
rosort is had to torpedoes of nitro-glycer- 
ino, whichare sont down to the bottom 
of the ‘‘casing,” and aftor them is sent an 
iron woight which secures the explosion, 
The rusting of the ‘casing’ is the groat 
enomy of the salt worker ; and, when his 
engine can not lift the mass of rusted 
iron, a ‘‘knife’ cuta the rusted metal, 
and the engine tears it away piecemeal. 
But the salt wells aro oxompt from any 
danger of taking fire ; ani it is nevor 
necessary, as in the case of oil wells, to 
shoot off the ** casing head" with a can- 
non ball,

Burris Conumpra, Sept. 
To the Editor of The News: Argus 

Aa it ia somo timé since I sont you a let- 
tor, I thought well of writing ag 
have moved about 75 miles farther west, 
and have seen a good deal of the Rockics— 
enough to sativfy some of our gang. For 
my part, and the McConnell boys, Little 
and others, we want to go through to the 
coast. Wo can make it in another twelve 
months, if allis well, with both pleasure 
and pro! You woull think that under so 
Bay difficulties as tho company has they 
would be sick, but there is lots of mouey, 
and the work is progressing as fast aa pos- 
considering the place it goes through, 
Thore are all kinda of people here, and 

rything is quiet. No liquor is allowed, 
Some has been smuggled in, but the 
mounted police look aftee them sharp. 
About the sights along the road, I can 
hardly give it a description, as it would 
take a week to write it down, We all en 
joyed the rugged journey, camping nights 
like gipsies, cooking as we go along. We 
wore tive days, about fifteen miles m day’s 
journey, which alone will nearly explain 
what travelling in the Rockies is like some 
places, ‘The toll road is 1,000 fect higher 
than the railroad grade, and only cnt wide 
ight on the side of the mountains for one 
track, The streams that we crossed 
were many in number, till we came to the 
great Columbia, which wo crossed. in boats 
ds went twe tive miles down and 
crossud again, awimming the horses, Here 
the company were building a ferry, which 
was lawuched the day after we crossed with 
our horses, we being the first toswim, The 
ferry oply ran two days when the terrible 
carrent broke the wire cable and she went 
down streain, with two span of horses and 
their wagon-loads, at a speed of about a 
fa milo in'five minutes, until they pulled in 
ona bend in the stream and got made fast 
after a couple of miles’ ride, All was got 
off safe, Manly McConnell was on board 
when she went down. There was no wayon- 
road made in the wilderness rrom here to 
the work, about five miles. We camped 
anid commenced to pack all our provisions 
to the work on the Morten’ backs, and cach 
man his load, We made this five miles in 
a day, and it was the cap of all the trip, Tt 
gave nie and others the blues pretty bad, 
Now we have oar buildings up, tents allin 
gout sleeping order, and abouthalf a mile 
of tho right of way cleared, it looks like

An Experience In Utah.

Tho first grade should consist of only 
perfect, white combs, and it is the writ

Ex- 
press mattor is necessarily handled rapid- 
ly, and when thore is a large lot of honey 
to unload, it is apt to be jerked off in a 
hurry. When a large lot of honey is sent 
by freight, the consignee should be noti- 
fied in advance, so that he may see to the 
unloading, Small crates should not be 
stacked up in a tall, upright pile, ina car, 
put built up in tho shapo of a low pyra- 
mid, If access can bo had to one end of 
the car, place the honoy there, as it will 


be protected on three cides from tumbl- 
ing down, and upon tho other it can bo 
built up like a flight of stairs, which will

The Congo. 


The Congo, unlike most other great 
rivers , has no delta. When, by its own 
labors of erosion and deposition, its actual 
channel shall be so far obstructed ‘as to 
make fresh means of exit desirable, they 
will no doubt be found, and the excava- 
tion of such auxiliary branches is even 
suspected to have already begun. But at 
present it discharges into the sea by a 
single, unbroken eatuary, soven and one- 
half miles across, in which a sounding 
line of 200 fathoms does not everywhere 
touch bottom, and a current runs of five 
to seven knots an hour, The enormous 
volume of the outflow may, from these 
data, be imperfectly estimated; and, in 
point of fact, the Conge, although over- 
matched as regards the length of its 
course by more than one rival stream, 
stands second only to the Amazon for the 
unvarying copiousness of its waters. Capt. 
Burton al aces at the surprising figure of 
at least 2,500,000 cubic feet per second 
the volume of water horne by it; and the 
admitted and sober estimatesis 2,000,000. 
Now tho Mississippi, when at the height 
of its March flood, carries down no more 
than 1,150,000; it sinks in November to 
228,000, and its mean discharge is 675,- 
000 cubic feeta second; while the Ganges 


Weaning and Feeding Young Pigs. 


Pigs should gradually be weaned, and 
fed in a separate pon. If kept in a field, 
make a small enclosure forthem. When 
managed in this way, pigs will continue 
growing when the sow fails to afford sufli- 
cient milk, Overfeoding at weaning 
time, is injurious, Tho pigs gorge them- 
selves and becomo ill-shaped. They 
should be feda little six times a day. 
Pigs with disordered stomachs can not 
thrive. Inflammation of the bowels isa 
common disorder, and is caused by over- 
eating, unwholesome food, and exposure 
to cold. Food much fermented will in- 
duce inflammation of the stomach and 
bowels. This is the cause of much mor- 
tality among hogs fed with slops from ho- 
tls, asylums, etc., where there is a largo 
amount of fermented material mixed to- 
gether in the swill-vats. The samo con- 
dition may follow tho feeding of much 
corn, with but little exercise in the open 
air. When there is access to green food’ 
and the soil, young pigs may be fed corn 
more largely. People now wish more 
lean pork, and the skilled swine growers 
should recognize this desire and act ac- 
cordingly. The more high priced pork 
they can sell, the more sirolit they will 
realize. Fine wheat middlings make tho 
best ground wheat for young pigs. 

The form of tho trough is important, 
It should be so constructed that the pigs 
cannot getinto it with their dirty feet. 
Nail slats across the trough so that the 
pigs cannot crowd each other. Feeding 
on tho ground is shiftless and wasteful, 
especially corn or small grain. Always 
place the dry foodon aplatform in a high, 
dry spot. ‘The platform should be large 
emanate to accommodate the pigs without 
crowding. ‘The grain may be kept on the 
platform by a narrow siding. The plat- 
form should be frequently swept clean. 
When notin use it may be turned up 
edgewise to prevent decay. The bottom 
boards are nailed tostoutscantlings, which 
rest upon flat stones.

The Educational Society of 
the Methodist Church. 

From the first annual report of this so- 
ciety we gather the followin, arue 
and important facts: The Methodist church 
has under its control and fostering care two 
universities, the one located at Cobourg, 
Ont., the other at Mount Allison, New 
Brunswick. It has four collegiate inati- 
tutes, one in Belleville, Ont., one in Stan- 
stead, P. Q., one in St. John's, Newfound- 
land and one in connection with the Mount 
Allison university, There are three ladies’ 
colleges, located severally in Hamilton, 
Whitby and St. Thomas. It has also five 
theological schools, one of which is being 
organized this year in Tokio, for the train- 
ing of native missionaries in Japan. ‘These 
institutions have involved an invested capi- 
tal of more than $1,000,000, with an annual 
outlay of more than $100,000. There are 
100 professors and teachers employed, with 
an annual attendance of more than 1,800 
students. The larger part of tho present 
active Methodist ministers have been ed 
cated in these institutions, and in them 
many of the leading laymen have been quali- 
fied to fill the most important positions in 
the gift of our country. 

The annual meeting in connection with 
the education society was held in the Meth- 
odist church here last Sunday morning, 
Rey, Mr. Lambly conducted the opening 
exercises, after which Rey. Prof, Burwash, 
of Victoria university, preached a very earn-
